Time   sheets 
for  students  whose  names  appear  for  the  first 
time  on  the  payroll  this   summer  must  be 
accompanied  by  PE-2  forms  and  tax  exemption 
forms,   which  may  be  obtained  at  the  Business 
Office. 

We  regret  to  have  to  ask  for  such  speed 
in  this  matter,   but  we  are  told  by  the  Business 
Manager's  Office  that  this  will  be  necessary  in 
order  to  avoid  a  full  month* s  delay  in  paying 
■these   students. 

It   is  suggested  that  the  applications  be 
made  out  for  July  and  August   only  as  it   is  hoped 
that  by  the  first   of  September  a  work  classifica- 
tion system  will  have  been  worked  out.

Office  not  later  than  November  28,  ISkk. 

TO  ALL  M-i  -.CYEE5: 

It  is  of  vital  importance  th^t  all  employees  of  the  State  of  Illinois  under- 
stand how  the  changes  made  by  the  Individual  Income  Tax  Act  of  19^  effect  them. 
The  following  ere  changes  which  legally  affect  the  employee  and  must  be  strictly 
followed  in  order  to  conform  under  the  new  act. 

A.  FILING  NSW  ECBhPIICE  CERTIFICATES  (Form  V-U) 

1.  You  must  prepare  and  sign  in  duplicate  p  new  (Revised)  Exemption  Certifi- 
er te  (Form  W-U) ,  filing  the  original  -r.d  duplicate  thereof  with  your  immediate  cry- 
roll  clerk  not  later  than  December  1,  l^kk, 

2.  The  Exemption  Certificate  (Form  W-U)  which  you  h»ve  already  filed  for 
19^h  or  prior  will  be  of  no  effect  after  December  31,  I9UU.  To  get  any  withholding 

■  exemption  after  December  51,  19LlU,  every  employee  MUST  file  *>  new  Exemption  Certifi- 
cate (Form  W-U7~ 

3.  The  address  on  your  new  Exemption  Certificate  (Form  W-k)   MUST  BE  your 
present  income  tax  ar.~.ress. 

B.  EXEMPTIONS  FOR  PURPOSES  OF  WITHHOLDING. 

1.  Under  the  new  Act,  you  »re  entitled  to  one  exemption  for  yours -If ,  one 
for  your  spouse  (unless  the  letter  claims  his  or  her  own  exemption)  -nd  one  for  e»ch 
person  with  respect  to  whom  you  pre  claiming  -n  exemption  ^s  a  dependent. 

2.  If  at  any  time  ■ubsequent  to  January  1,  I9U5,  the  number  of  your  with- 
holding exemptions  DSC~EA.SE  from  the  number  claimed  on  your  Exemption  Certificate 
(Form  K-U),  you  MUST  furnish  your  payroll  clerk  within  t=n  days  thereafter  a.  new 
Certificate  claiming  no  more  exemptions  than  you  are  entitled. 

3»   If  at  any  time  subsecuent  to  January  1,  19^5»  the  number  of  your  with- 
holding exemptions  INCBE-..5E  from  the  number  claimed  on  your  Exeption  Certificate 

(Form  V/-U)  you  MAY  (but  you  are  not  required  to  do  so)  furnish  p  new  Certificate 
claiming  the  number  of  exemptions  to  which  you  are  entitled. 

k.     The  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts  will  exercise  his  -lection  to  put  all 
changes  in  exemption  status  into  effect  only  twice  a  year  (January  1st  and  July 
1st),  however,  this  election  of  the  Auditor  does  not  relic ve  the  employee  of  the 
duty  to  file  e  new  Exemption  Certificate  (Form  W-4)  when  required  (where  the  number 
of  exemptions  decrease.) 
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C.  WHO  ARE  DEPZiDEKTS? 

Before  an  employee  can  claim  an  exemption  for  a  dependent  for  19^+5 1  the 
dependent  must  meet  the  following  tests. 

1.  Ke  must  have  less  than  $500.00  gross  income  for  19^5* 

2.  The  employe^  must  furnish  over  half  of  his  support  for  19^3« 

3-  He  must  "be  a  relative  of  a  certain  degree.  (To  determine  what  rdlatives 
are  qualified  as  dependents,  the  employee  should  read  carefully  the  hack 
of  his  Exemption  Certificate.) 

If  there  are  erty   further  questions  which  the  employe;  would  like  to  ask  in 
regard  to  his  withholding,  he  is  advised  to  contact  his  payroll  clerk.

Faculty  News 

Dr.  Judson  T.  Landis  lias  been  working  with  the  Committee 
on  Social  Adjustment  in  Old  Age  of  the  University  of  Chicago  In 
preparation  of  a  forthcoming  publication  devoted  to  research  pro- 
jects on  problems  of  aging.   This  committee  Is  a  sub- committee 
of  the  Social  Science  Research  Council  which  is  supported  by  the 
Rockefeller  Foundation.   Dr.  Landis  has  completed  his  part  of  the 
publication  which  consists  of  two  articles  dealing  with  suggested 
research,  projects  on  "Old  Age  Movements  in  the  United  States," 
and  "The  Aged  and  Their  Participation  in  the  Modern  Community." 

Hiss  Gladys  Smith,  University  High  School  Social  Studies 
Supervisor,  is  author  of  Chapter  VI  of  the  1J44  yearbook  of  the 
National  Council  of  the  Social  studies,  which  has  just  been  re- 
leased.  The  title  of  this  j^a^book,  the  fifteenth,  is  Adapting 
Instruction  in  the  Social  Studies  to  Individual  Differences,  and 
Mi s s  Smith's  chapter  is"~ent ItTo'd  '"sTucTeiit"  DTT'Tcrences  and  The 
Core  Program."   Miss  Smith's  chapter  describes  the  development 
of  her  Problems  of  American  Democracy  course,  which  she  teaches. 
This  course  was  developed  after  careful  study  of  the  theory  of 
social  studies  instruction,  conferences  with  a  number  of  educational 
exoerts,  and  visits  to  leading  laboratory  schools  of  universities 
in"  the  Middle  "/est . 
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Mr.  Hal  Kail's  article,  "Subject  Matter  Preparation  of 
Beginning  High  School  Teachers,''  (Teacher  Education  Journal,  V, 
September,  1143)  has  been  s,electecif  by  Professor -W.  ST  Gray  for 
inclusion  in  his  list  of  significant  articles  and  books  in  the 
field  of  teacher  education  which  appeared  in  1943.   (See  the 
Elementary  School  Journal,  December,  1;.

To  Heads  of  All  Departments: 

In  letters  to  you  reporting  approval  of  faculty  members'  absences  from  the 
campus,  I  have  suggested  that  much  benefit  might  accrue  if  members  of  the  staff 
would  report  (to  members  of  their  department  as  a  group)  their  actions  and  observa- 
tions on  "any  trip  which  this  Office  has  authorized  them  to  take  for  the  good  of 
the  University.   (1)  Will  you  please  send  to  the  Office  of  the  President  a  memo- 
randum covering  each  such  trip  since  January  1,  1 94- 13,  to  this  date,  stating 
whether  or  not  you  nave  arranged  for  such  a  report  to  the  department,  and  (2)  in 
all  cases  hereafter,  please  submit  such  a  memorandum  as  soon  as  practicable  after 
the  return  of  a  department  member  from  each  trip. 

Your  comments  as  head  of  the  department,  upon  the  value  (or  otherwise )  of  each 
trip,  will  be  valuable  in  our  personnel  files  of  the  staff  members  who  have  served 
the  University  on  such  trips. 

To  All  Members  of  the  University  Staff: 

we  have  been  following  a  rather  liberal  policy  with  respect  to  authorizing 
absence  from  regular  campus  duties  to  attend  conferences,  meetings,  or  other 
trips  for  the  general  good  of  those  whom  the  University  serves.   I  am  sure  that 
in  most  instances  a  report  to  the  department  of  your  actions  end  observations 
v/ould  be  valuable,  and  that  the  head  of  the  department  v/ould  join  me  in  request- 
ing that  you  give  such  an  oral  report  to  your  colleagues*   Of  course,  I  realise 
that  some  trips  are  jcrsonal  or  otherwise  confidential  in  nature  and  that  in  such 
instances  no  report  v/ould  be  desirable,  and  if  this  fact  is  included  in  your 
original  request  for  approval  of  the  trip,  I  will  notify  the  head  of  the  department 
that  no  report  is  to  be  presented  to  the  department, 

I  am  asking  the  head  of  your  department  to  send  me  a  memorandum  following 
each  such  trip,  stating  whether  such  a  report  was  made  by  the  member  of  his  staff, 
together  with  comments  as  to  the  benefit  received  by  the  Department  and  University 
because  of  your  trip. 

REQUEST:   Regardless  of  whether  such  a  report  is  made  to  your  colleagues, 
immediately  upon  your  return  to  the  c;:jnpus,  please  send  directly  to  my  Office  for 
my  p  rson..l  study,  and  our  permanent  file,  a  brief  report,  preferably  not  more  than 
one  jt-ZS-   covering  (l)  basic  facts  as  to  the  time,  place,  and  circumstances  of  th» 
trip,  (2)  sponsoring  organizetion  or  organizations,  (3)  your  actions  or  participa- 
tion, (4)  your  conclusions,  and  (£)  any  r e command at ions  for  personal  or  University 
action. 

I  personally  anticipate  broadening  my  own  knowledge  of  the  services  and 

associations  of  Southern  through  studying  each  roport.  Also,  I  trust  that  in  this 

simple  manner  wo  may  accumulate  the  necessary  justification  for  continuing  or 
expanding  our  present  liberal  policy,

President  Lay  and  Business  Manager  Miles  are  in  Springfield,  The 
President  is  meeting  with  the  Teachers  College  Board  on  Monday;  and  on  Tuesday, 
both  of  them  will  attend  the  State  Budgetary  Commission  hearings  concerning  the 
proposed  reduction  in  the  Board's  previously  recommended  appropriation  for 
1945-47.

Concerning  Spring  Vacation 

The  following  letter  has  been  received  from  Mr,  Nickell: 

"Bear  Dr.  Lay: 

"The  Federal  Office  of  Education,  in  response  to  a 
request  received  from  the  0.  D„  T. ,  has  asked  that  we  communi- 
cate with  all  colleges  and  universities  requesting  them,  as 
well  as  the  public  schools,  to  cancel  their  customary  spring 
vacations  in  order  to  minimize  travel, 

"This  request  is  being  made  because  the  railroads  are 
so  heavily  burdened  with  the  transportation  of  wounded  from 
the  battlefields  and  because  there  is  an  urgent  need  for  a 
free  flow  of  materials  to  the  war  fronts. 
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"This  change   in  arrangements  would  make   it  possible   for 
you  to  end  the   spring  terra  as  many  days  earlier  as  the    spring 
vacation  required.      If  this  can  possibly  be   arranged  at   all, 
I    suggest   that   this  request  be  complied  with.      It  will  be 
of  great   assistance  in  the  war  effort.

Chester  F.   Lay 
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Policies  to  be  followed  in  the  registration  of  students  for  the  Spring  Quarter, 
1945: 

1.  The  course  numbering  system  should  be  adhered  to  strictly.  Courses  numbered 
300  or  above  are  for  juniors  and  seniors  and  should  not  be  registered  for  by 
those  below  those  classifications. 

2.  All  seniors  who  plan  to  be  graduated  at  the  end  of  the  spring  quarter 
should  get  Miss  Shank' s  written  approval  of  their  schedule  before  they 
register. 

3.  A  student  must  check  his  average  for  the  winter  term  before  he  registers 
for  more  than  eighteen  hours  for  the  spring  term. 

4.  If  a  student's  schedule  is  changed  after  registration  day,  the  adviser  must 
approve  the  change  on  the  assignment  card. 

5.  A  transfer  student  who  is  deficient  some  of  the  general  requirements  should 
take  them  in  senior  college  courses  if  the  departments  concerned  will  permit 
his  doing  so. 

6.  Seniors  who  do  not  need  a  full  term's  work  to  complete  graduation  requirements 
should  be  urged  to  register  for  graduate  work.   They  may  elect  to  take  one 

of  the  scheduled  graduate  courses,  or  to  do  individual  research.   If  he 
elects  the  latter,  he  should  discuss  the  possibilities  with  the  professor 
he  prefers  and  report  to  Dr.  W.  G.  Swart z,  Chairman  of  the  faculty  Committee 
on  Graduate  Work.

I  am  well  aware  that  getting  gasoline,  especially  for  visiting  those  counties 
some  distance  away,  is  a  very  difficult  problem.   If  my  signature  on  a  request 
to  get  supplemental  gasoline  will  do  any  good,  I  shall  be  glad  to  sign  such  a 
request. 

Besides  taking  along  with  you  a  supply  of  the  pamphlet,  "Illinois  Need6 
Teachers,"  (obtainable  in  the  President's  Office)  the  Egyptian,  and  the  Obelisk, 
here  are  a  few  points  (suggested  by  Dr,  Beyer,  who  is  experienced  in  public 
relations)  which  might  be  used  with  effectiveness  in  your  interviews  with  students: 
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(1)  S,  I.N.U.  is  no  longer  exclusively  a  teacher  training  institution,  but 
now  affords  to  the  students  of  the  area  training  in  liberal  arts  and  in  vocations 
as  well.   The  word  "Normal"  in  our  official  name  is  therefore  somewhat  misleading, 
and  doubtless  there  are  many  people,  students  and  adults,  who  still  view  this 
institution  as  a  teacher  training  institution,  and  that  alone. 

(2)  Emphasis  might  well  be  given  to  the  fact  that  Southern  is  the  only 
fully  accredited  degree-granting  institution  in  this  area. 

(3)  Low  tuition  fees  and  reasonable  living  costs,  as  well  as  opportunities 
for  employment,  always  have  made  an  appeal  to  prospective  students. 

(4)  Unusual  opportunities  for  those  prepared  for  teaching  is  a  sound 
argument  that  can  be  used  this  year, 

(5)  High  school  seniors  might  be  told  of  the  advantages  of  entering 
college  at  once,  and  thereby  "get  in"  a  part  of  their  higher  education  before  they 
are  colled  for  military  service. 

Doubtless,  you  will  think  of  additional  material  that  can  be  used  in  your 
promotional  work.   I  realize  that  you  have  been  carrying  on  this  kind  of   work 
for  a  number  of  y^ars,  and  perhaps  know  better  than  I  those  things  that  should 
be  said  on  these  occasions.

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INCOME  TAX  EXEMPTIONS 

Mr.  Edward  V.  Milos,  Jr.  wishes  to  call  your  attention  to  tho 
following: 

Tho  regulations  of  tho  State  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts 
regarding  payroll  procedures  make  it  possible  to  put  changes  in 
exemption  ;.;  status  of  income  taxpayers  into  effect  only  twice  a  year; 
namely,  January  1  and  July  1.   If  the  exemption  status  of  any  member 
of  our  staff  should  bo  changed,  a  now  tax  exemption  certificate, 
Form  Yi-4,  should  bo  immediately  filed  in  the  Business  Office  with 
Miss  Aileen  Davis,  Secretary  to  the  Business  Manager.   Forms  may  bo 
obtained  from  Miss  Davis. 

Howcvor,  the  regulation  permitting  changes  in  oxamption  status 
offoctivo  January  1  and  July  1  do  not  relieve  tho  taxpayer  of  tho 
duty  to  file  a  new  oxamption  certificate  when  roquirod  during  the  yoar 
whoro  the  number  of  exemptions  decrease.

The  new  forms  for  General  Studont  Employment  will  bo  ready  in  the 
next  few  days.  On  these  forms  there  is  a  statement  reading, "For  the  period 

beginning 194   and  onding 194   to  work hours  por 

month."  I  should  like  to  emphasize  tho  importance  of  this  part  of  tho 
application  blank  by  calling  your  attention  to  tho  following: 

It  should  bo  clear  that 

(1)  tho  studont  is  to  continue  during  satisfactory  sorvicc  only,  and  in  con- 
sequence, tho  date  marked  "ending   ,194  "  really  moons  not  lator 

than  tho  dato  so  indicated.  Since  employment  is  a  function  of  the  Head  of  tho 
institution,  the  discontinuance  of  omploymont  must  likewise  bo  legally  handled 
by  tho  President's  Office.  It  is  unlikely  that  it  will  ovor  bo  necessary  for 
this  Office  to  take  the  initiativo  in  such  matters;  and  consequently,  the 
representative  of  oach  organisational  unit  who  had  put  his  signature  on  the 
application  form  approving  the  studont' s  application  should  undorstand  his 
responsibility  to  promptly  roport  unsatisfactory  sorvicc  by  a  studont  to  tho 
Offico  of  the  President,  attention  of  Miss  Ho Ion  Shuman. 

(2)  likewise,  all  concerned  should  undorstand  that  footnoto  1  (on  tho 
application^ or  omploymcnt)moans  thct  since  thoro  con  bo  no  legal  obligation 
incurrod  to  tho  student  until  aftor  he  has  boon  actually  omployod  as  indicatod 
by  approval  of  tho  President  or  tho  Administrative  Assistant  to  tho  Prosident, 
tho  sponsoring  staff  member  is  not  authorized  to  start  tho  studont  at  work 
until  such  staff  member  has  received  from  the  President's  Office  a  copy  of  the 
application  indicating  that  employment  has  boon  authorized.  Since  horotoforo, 
many  staff  members  have  startod  studonts  to  work  before  they  v/oro  legally 
omployod,  it  should  be  particularly  noted  that  possiblo  injustice,  in  case  tho 
application  is  lator  rojoctcd,  with  accompanying  ombarassmont  to  both  adminis- 
tration and  the  staff  member  are  all  to  be  avoided  and  must  bo  avoidod  undor 
this  plan  by  not  starting  any  studont  to  work  until  after  rccoiving  the  signed 
authorization  for  omploymont  from  tho  Prosidont  or  tho  Administrative  Assistant. 

(3)  in  timo  a  careful  study  is  to  bo  mado  covering  tho  nature  of  the  v/ork 
nooded  to  bo  done  at  Southorn  and  its  classification  into  typos  of  work  to 
rocoivo  similar  hourly  ratos  so  that  thoso  hourly  ratos  will  bo  docidod  from 

the  reoommondations  submittod  by  tho  Doan  of  Mon.  Likewise,  tho  hours  per  month 
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arc  subject  to  tho  judgment  of  the  Student  Life  Deans  to  prevent  injury  to 
the  students'  health  or  their  school  work.   Tho  prosont  gonoral  understanding 
is  that  not  more  than  100  hours  per  month  may  bo  dono  by  any  studont  without 
special  authorization  approved  by  tho  Studont  Lifo  Deans  and  the  Administrative 
Assistant.   The  assignment  of  a  student  as  indicated  on  any  particular 
application  is  subject  to  rovocation  in  case  tho  need  by  the  faculty  or  staff 
member  or  organizational  unit  is  judged  to  have  ceasod  or  to  be  substantially 
diminished.   The  total  sum  recommended  for  student  help  for  subject  matter 
departments  and  othor  organizational  units  may  bo  incroased  (or  decreased)  only 
for  vory  substantial  roasons  which  will  bo  stated  in  writing  unless  the  oral 
mothod  of  jpeprosontation  is  permitted  by  the  Office  of  the  Presidont.

REQUESTS  FOR  ABSENCE 


"Will  faculty  members  please  mako  their  requests  for  absonco  from  tho 
campus  as  many  days  as  possible  before  the  day  the  absence  is  desired.   If  tho 
roquest  is  placod  on  Miss  Shuman' s  desk  only  a  day  or  two  immediately  proceding 
the  request,  it  docs  not  allow  adequato  time  for  her  to  refer  it  to  mo  if  she 
has  any  question  about  giving  tho  permission.   Tho  faculty,  of  course,  will  not 
leave  the  campus  without  first  ascertaining  that  the  roquest  is  approved.  If 
tho  reason  for  boing  off  campus  is  not  definitely  related  to  school  activities, 
please  make  an  adoquate  explanation  on  the  back  of  the  card  or  explain  the 
situation  to  Miss  Shuman  orally.  Naturally,  omorgency  situations  will 
somo times  ariso.

GRADUATE  ASSISTANT3HIPS 

Tho   following  will  bo   roloased  to  newspapers   in  Southorn  Illinois 
Tuesday,    July  24: 

Tho   Southern  Illinois  Normal  University  will  offer   graduato -- 
assistantships  for  the  first  time  beginning  the  Fall   Term  of  1945,    according  to 
an  announcement  by  ^resident  Chcstor  F.   Lay  boforo  the   assembly  last   Tuesday, 
July  17. 

Those  new  assistantships  will  bo   open  to   graduates,  of  any  collogo 
who   are   looking  forward  to   a  Master's  Degroo.      The  assistantships  will  be 
awardod  according  to   tho   scholarship   of  the    applicant  and   to   the   typo   of  work 
that  interests  hirj. 

Normally  the  assistant  will  rocoivo   crodit  for  as  much  as  throe- 
fourths   of  a  full  academic   load.      The  remuneration  for  the  work  dono   as   a 
faculty  assistant  on  tho   graduate   level  will  be  more  than  that  given  to  undor- 
graduatos.      Tho  assistant  will  be  able  to  recoive   as  much  as  &750  for  ten 
months;    this   stipond   is  equal   to,    or  higher   than,    graduate  assistantships 
offered  by  tho   larger  universities   in  this  country. 
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Tho  studont's  academic  record  should  be  high  to  onablo  him  to 
qualify  for  this  type  of  assistantship .   The  work  will  consist  of  such 
sorvicos  as  assisting  faculty  members  conducting  resoarch  projects,  teaching, 
laboratory  work,  and  special  library  service.   In  this  now-type  assistantship 
a  student  not  only  supports  himself  but  also  engages  actually  in  work 
activities  that  rolato  to  his  studies  and  that  advanco  him  educationally. 

Studonts  who  bcliovo  that  thoy  might  qualify  for  graduate  assistant- 
ships  should  communicato  with  Miss  Helen  Shuman,  Administrative  Assistant  to 
President  Lay,  or  with  Dr.  "Willis  G.  Swartz,  Chairman  of  the  Graduate  Committco 
at  Southern.

It  gives  me   gr-at  pleasure   to   announce   tho   addition  to   tho   faculty 
of  tho  English  Dopartncnt  during  the   second  suhraor  torn  of  Dr.  Robert  Campbell, 
of  Hondrix  College,    Department  of  English,   Conway,   Arkansas.      He  will   teach   a 
courso   entitled,    "Tho   Foot  as  Artist." 

I   asked  for  biographical   data.      I   quote    tho   following  from  his 
letter   to  mc: 

"I  roccived  my  A.    B.    from  Central  College,   Missouri,    in   1914. 
i.fter   three   years   of   teaching  in  a  Missouri   high   school   I   joined   the  array  and 
spent   16  months  overseas   as  an  anesthetist   in   tho  First  Evacuation  Hospital. 
Returning  to   the    states,    I   began  my  graduate  work  at  tho   University  of  Chicago, 
from  which  I   recoived  my  Masters   in   1920.      In  the   fall   of   that  year   I   cono  to 
Hondrix,  which  has  boon  my  permanent   location  over  since.      In  1926,    after 
receiving  my  doctorate  at  Chicago,    I  was  made   head   of  the   Department   of  English 
at  Hondrix,    and   thrco  years   ago   I  became  vice-president  of   tho   collogo. 
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"After   finishing  my  graduato  work  I   returned   to  Chicago   for  throe 
summers  to   teach  Chaucer   to  graduate    studonts  and  to  work  with  Mr.  Manly 
and  Miss  Riclcert  on  their  nonumontal  edition  of  the  Canterbury    Talcs.    During 
other    summers   I   have   taught  at  the   University  of  Arkansas   and  at  Peabody  Collogc. 
For  five  yoars   I  was  ono  of  the    faculty  visitors   for  the  Arts  Program  of  tho 
Association  of  American  Colleges.     My  visits   have  takon  mo    from  Texas   to   the 
Canadian  bordor  and  from  Kentucky  to  Florida.      On  those  visits  I  was    trying  to 
stress   the  connection  between  tho   arts  and  evory-day  lifo. 

When  I  am  not  toaching  literature   to  college   students,   I  prefer  to 
bo   on  my  mountain  farm."
